New York.

talities in New England are not at 
hand.

tncr. off Boston harbor. 


The storm's havoc was apparently

Second-Class Loss Heavy. 


"The loss on second-class mail mat- 


ter has been increasing for many years, 
until it now amounts to $64,000,000. 


"The loss from rural delivery, a serv- 


ice begun hardly a dozen years ago and 
of unprecedented growth, reaches as 
high as twenty-eight millions. 


"In these twu items alone the postal 


sen-ice now suffers an annual loss of 
more than the entire national deficit of 
the last fiscal year. 
• "Simultaneously with the 
growing 


deficit in the postal service, the na- 
tion's Income suffered last year a seri- 
ous depletion incident to the financial 
depression. Thus it happened that the 
department's drafts on the 
treas'ury 


were heaviest at a time -when the pub- 
lic funds were lowest. 


Retrenchment Is Practiced. 


"Since the opening of the adminis- 


tration the postmaster general and his 
assistants have adopted measures in 
conformity with the president's policy 
of retrenchment, and these measures 
are being put(into effect with substan- 
tial results, as will be shown in this 
report. It should he stated with em- 
phasis, however, that economy is not 
to be enforced at tlie cost of efficiency. 


licatlons exclusive of dally newspapers 
comprise about CO per cent of the sec- 
ond-class mall. The magazines alone 
form about 20 per cent. 
Magazines 


proper, because of the long average 
haul, show a cost of more than 5 cents 
a pound for transportation, while In 
the case of dally newspapers, for which 
the average distance of distribution is 
much less, the transportation cost is 
under 2 cents a pound. 


Franking Privileges Costly. 


"The annual loss on third-class mail 


is something over $3,000,000. The mail 
matter carried free under congressional 
franks costs the government annually 
about $500,000. A greater loss, about 
S2,250,,000 annually, results from 
the 


free handling of official mail for exec- 
utive departments other than the post- 
office department. 
The annual cost of 


handling the free official mail of the 
postofflce department is estimated at 
about 
$3,000,000.

"The rural delivery service has de- 


veloped in twelve years from an ex- 
periment, requiring an appropriation of 
$40,000, to one of the largest branches 
of the postal establishment with an 
annual expenditure exceeding $35,000,- 
000. 
The postage on matter mailed on 


rural routes is estimated at about 
$7,000,000. 


Rural Delivery '• Advantage. 


"The Importance of this service to a 


large number ot people is fully ap- 
preciated. 
It brings the farms and 


villages 
into closer 
communication 


with commercial and educational cen- 
ters. It encourages the improvement 
of country roads. By making rural life 
more attractive it stimulates agricul- 
ture. No doubt it is partly responsi- 
ble for the increase in farm values. 
Owing to the 
marvelously 
rapid 


growth of this service, however, it Is 
but natural that defects have devel- 
oped. 
The cost of rural delivery 


probably much greater than it should 
be. 


"In so far as the rates of paymen 


for transportation of the mails are lix- 
ed by contracts based on competitive 
bidding, there can be no doubt as to 
their fairness. The larger part of this 
Item, however, is for payments to rail- 
ways at rates fixed by law. The charge 
for this .service during the past fiscal 
year was nearly 550,000,000. 


Suggests Postal Centers. 


'In one respect the postal service is 


susceptible of marked improvement. It

If they are willing to drink whisky 
made of neutral spirits they can buy 
it under a brand showing; it: and If 
they are content with a blend of flav- 
ors made by the mixture of straight 
whisky and wMsky made of neutral 
spirits, the brand of the blend upon 
the package will enable them to buy 
and drink that which they desire. 


Intent of Act Definod. 


"This was the intent of the act. It 


injures no man's lawful-business be- 
cause It only Insists upon the state- 
ment of tliP truth in the label. If those 
who manufacture whisky made of neu- 
tral spirits wish to cull it 'whisky' 
without explanatory phrase and com- 
plain because the addition of 'neutral 
spirits' in the label takes away some 
of their trade they are without a just 
ground because they lose their trade 
merely from a statement of the fact. 
The straight whisky men are relieved 
from all future attempts to pass off 
neutral 
spirits whisky as 
straight 


whisky. 


"More than this, if strlght whisky 


or any other kind of whisky i« aged 


in the wwJI the fact may be branded 
on the package and. this claim to pub- 
lic favor may truthfully be put forth. 
Thus the purpose of the pure food 
law is fully accomplished in respevt 
of misbruiidins and truthful brand- 
ing." 


The decision follows the lines of the 


conclusions reached by the royal com- 
mission of Great Britain and reserves 
the verdict of former President Roose- 
velt, former Attorney CJeneral Bona- 
parte. Solicitor General Bowers and 
Dr. Wiley. 


Elaborating 
his 
conclusions, 
the 


president says: 


"After an examination of all the 


evidence it seems to me overwhelm- 
ingly established that for a hundred 
years the. term 'whisky' in the trade 
and among the customers has includ- 
ed all 
potable liquor distilled from 


grain: that the straight whisky is, as 
compared with the whisky made by 
rectification or redistillation and flav- 
oring and coloring matter, a subse- 
quent improvement and that therefore 
it is a perversion of the pure food law 
as to attempt now to limit the mean- 
ing of the term 'whisky' to that whicli 
modern manufacture and taste have 
mad« the most desirable variety."
